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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

This Office action is responsive to applicant's amendment filed on December 10, 2007. 
Claims 1, 5, 6, 9-1 1, 14, 18 and 19 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The rejection of claims 18 and 19 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph has been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 103 

The rejection of claims 1, 5, 6 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) based on Keskula et al. 
(U.S. Pat. 6,406,806 Bl) has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 9-11 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) based on Keskula et al. has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 5, 6, 9-1 1, 14, 18 and 19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest the instant invention regarding a hybrid power system comprising a 
fuel cell and a battery which couples to a portable computer using a power delivery interface, the 
hybrid power system having a controller which is operatively coupled to the power delivery 
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interface to signal the portable computer to reduce a load. In comparison, Keskula et al. teaches 
signaling a reduction in load from the controller itself to compensate for a voltage drop 
condition, (col. 11 lines 29-31) 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
